The Extension Service Soil Test­ 
ing Laboratory has been running 
on a full schedule for nearly two 
months. The more than IOO sample 
received for testing during the first 
IO days of March equals the total 
received in this montha year ago. 
The laboratory, in charge of Mrs. 
Otto Kirkpatrick, is equipped to 
give farm ers the following infor­ 
mation about their soil: Per cent 
organic m atter; 
available phos­ 
phate; exchangable potash; m ag­ 
nesium; calcium ; and pl? condi­ 
tion. All items except the first and 
last are expressed in term s of lbs. 
per acre in the top six inches o f 
soil. 
A new form of report that is 
being used gives the approximate 
rating of each item reported as a 
result of the test. 
Farm ers should remember that 
soil test can be no better than the 
soil sample. 
The sample must be 
representative of the soil tested. In 
taking the sam ple a shovel, soil au­ 
ger or a sam pling tube may be us- 
ea In taking sam ples with a shovel 
the first step is to take out a shovel 
full of soil about 6 or 7 inches 
deep. Then a slice of soil about x > 
inch thick is taken from the straig­ 
ht side of the hole and placed in a 
clean bucket or other container. 
This procedure should be repeated 
8 or IO time at scattered places ov­ 
er the entire field. 
The next st. p is to thoroughly 
m ix this soil and place about a 
handful in a bag or other contain­ 
er which is 
p ro p e rly labeled for 
sending* to the soil testing labor a - 
troy. 
H ie farm er is given a fertilizer 
recommendation based on the re­ 
sults of the test which shows t h e 
actual lbs of nitrogen, phosphate, 
or potash that may be needed f o r 
the particular crop which he wish­ 
es to grow.

More Fertilizer 
For Dorena Area 
In the opinion of R. H. Williams 
and Dick Walton, farm ers in the 
Dorena area will use more fertili­ 
zer under cotton this year t h a n 
last. 
Fertilizer use in this part 
of the county has steadily increas­ 
ed for several years. Mr. Walton, 
believes that very little cotton in 
the area 
will be planted with­ 
out fertilizer in 1956. 
One of t h e 
most obvious beneficial effects, he 
thinks, is its effect in hastening the 
maturity of the crop. 
Mr. Williams tell me that he al­ 
so thinks that there will be som e 
increase in the use of fertilizer for 
corn. He says that while most cot­ 
ton growers thnik of fertilizer as 
benefiting cotton mostly because 
it hastens the maturity of the crop 
he believes that it also increases 
yields more than many growers 
realize. 
He thinks that failure to 
recognize the effect of fertilizer in 


increasing yeilds, is because it is 
often difficult to see differences in 
yields of two cotton areas even 
though picking weights m ay show 
differences of 300 to 400 lbs. p e r 
acre. 
Eight fertilizer demonstrations 
plots conducted with the coopera­ 
tion of J. A. Lattus on typical river 
loam soil of the Dorena communi­ 
ty in 1952 gave an indication of what 
cotton growers 
m ay expect from 
the use of starter amounts of fertil­ 
izer for cotton on sim ilar soil types 
within the county. 
An application 
of 200 lbs. of 12-12-12 fertilizer i n 
the row produces 2762 lbs. of seed 
cotton per acre which was 349 lbs. 
per acre more than was produced 
on adjoining check plots where no 
fertilizer was used. 
The fertilized 
cotton opened somewhat 
earlier. 
In the sam e series of test 400 lbs. 
of 12-12-12 per acre gave a yield in­ 
crease of 638 lbs. of seed cotton pe 
acre and also slightly hastened the 
maturity. 
Balanced Farm ing Reduces Costs 
Balanced Farm ing is a term ap­ 
plied to a particular system o f 
farm management by which A r­ 
mers increase their net farm in­ 
come. At a recent state-wide m eet­ 
ing, J. W. Burch, Director of the 
Service stated that this system was 
enabling Missouri farm ers to cut 
production costs to meet the nar­ 
rowing cost - price ratio. 
Using 
corn as an example, he stated that 
30 bushel corn costs about $1.00 per 
bushel to produce. But if the yield 
can be boostodto80bushelsp e r T 
can be boosted to 80 bushels p e r 
acre by using fertilizer, it rn a y 
bring the per bushel cost down by 
40 per cent. 
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NEW MILK RECORD 
SH EET AV AILA BLE 
For those dairymen who weigh 
the milk from each cow daily, a 
new milk record 
sheet Is now 
available through the agriculture 
extension 
service mailing room. 
It is supplied at cost. 
The new sheet is 19” x 25” in 
size, is arranged for two milkings 
daily, and has space for 30 cows 
for one month. Many county ex­ 
tension offices probably will keep 
a supply on hand.

MARCH 31 is an important date 
for wool growers in that it is the 
final date that marketings of wool 
and lambs will qualify for 
pay­ 
ment under the current wool in­ 
centive program year. 
The point 
is stressed by Murray C. Colbert. 
Chairman of the M issouri State 
ASC Committee. 
THOSE WHO still have 1955 clip 
wool to sell and those who shear 
early this spring and sell their 
clip on or before March 31 w i l l 
qualify for the wool incentive pay 
ment for the current year. 
Pay­ 
ments on such sales will be made 
this summer or early fall. 
There 
is no need for hasty or premature 
marketing 
this 
spring 
because 
wool and lamos sold after March 
31 will qualify for payments under 
the 1956 program year which be­ 
gins this April I. 
Paym ents bas- 
edon sales made after March 31 
will not be made until mid-sum 
m er of 1957. 
COLBERT also 
points 
out 
that 
the March 31 date applies to those 
who sell lambs. They too will qual 
ify for the current year’s payment 
if the sale is made on or before 
March 31 and if the lam bs are not 
sheared 
when 
sold. 
Chairman 
that feeders wyo purchased the 
lambs prior to March 31 need not 
m arket 
prematurely to 
get 
the 
full payment under the program. 
Payments to producers and others 
under the coming 1956 program 
will be for the Payments to pro­ 
ducers and others under the com 
ing 1956 program will be for the 
full amount on lam bs provided 
they purchased the lam bs prior to 
March 31. 
Those 
who produce or Feed 
lambs also should have in mind 
that the coming year’s program 
will be somewhat different from 
the one now in effect. After March 
31 the payments for wool on lambs 
will be divided 
before slaughter, 
the payments based on the period 
of ownership of each’. For the curr­ 
ent year the payment goes to the 
last owner before slaughter. The 
change for the coming year also 
means that payments will be made 
to owners who sell lam bs reguard- 
less of the purpose of the sale 
for slaughter, for feeding, or for 
flock replacement. 
Rice Growers Approve 
Quotas For '56 
Growers voting throughout 
rice- 
growing areas on January 27 ap­ 
proved marketing quotas for the 
1956 rice crop by 84.6 percent, the 
Department of 
Agriculture 
has 
reported. 
This 
com pares 
with 
preliminary referendum 
returns 
which showed approval of quotas 
by 84.8 percent. 
At least two- 
thirds of the voters m ust aprove 
if the quotas are to be in effect. 
Rice quotas, therefore, will be in 
operation for the 1956 rice crop 
Quotas w'ere also in effect for the 
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1955 rice crop. 
Growers who exceed their farm 
rice allotments for 1956 will be 
subject to a marketing quota pen­ 
alty on the excess rice, and t h e 
crop of such growers will not be 
eligible for 
price support. 
Sup­ 
port for the 1956 rice crop has pre 
viously been announced at a mini­ 
mum national 
average of $4.04 
per hundred weight, which rep­ 
resented 75 percent of the Novem­ 
ber 15, 1955 parity price. 
T h i s 
rate will be increased if a combi­ 
nation of the rice parity price as 
of August I. 1956 (the beginning 
of the m arketing year) 
and the 
supply percentage as of that date 
Indicates a higher level of sup­ 
port.

National Stock Yards, 111., Mar. 
IO—The live stock and meat in­ 
dustry,

tion of its products, is going a 
long way toward solving many of 
its problems, according to H. D. 
Wright, m anager of the Produc­ 
ers Live Stock Marketing A sso­ 
ciation. 
A ddressing 
the 
Thirty-fourth 
Annual meeting of the associa 
tion in St. Louis, Wright told live 
stock farm ers and feeders that 
while they are among the hard­ 
est hit in the cost price squeeze, 
the future holds promise as sup­ 
ply and demand approach a bet­ 
ter balance. 
“ This is important,” he told ap­ 
proxim ately 
500 
members 
and 
guests, “ because the welfare of 
the live stock producer is vital 
to the economy of the nation, 
and especially to the St. Louis 
trade area.” 
The cooperative head declared 
that improvement is building up 
in the live stock industry on many 
fronts; 
“ First, 
stockmen 
are making 
adjustments in their feeding and 
m arketing program s so as to pro­ 
vide a better meat product and 
thus broaden the demand. This is 
best illustrated in the production 
of meat type hogs which provide 
lean pork cuts—a kind preferred 
by the consumer. The St. Louis 
market area produces the nation’s 
most desirable porkers. 
“ Also, farm ers are striving to 
move a more even flow of stock 
to market in order to prevent 
gluts. 
“ Second, packers and other seg­ 
ments of the meat industry are 
helping increase the use of their 
products through closer trimm ing 
of cuts and a very strenuous sales 
campaign.”

PA STU RES FOR DAIRY COWS 
Dairymen 
are 
looking 
ahead 
to spring pastures. All live stock 
men in fact are looking forward 
to the time when a substantial 
part of their feed need can come 
from pasture. 
Perhaps this a good time to 
take an inventory of your pas­ 
ture prospects for this coming 
spring and summer. Should you 
need additional pastures, perhaps 
you can plan to have additional 
supplementary pastures to guar­ 
antee and adequate supply this 
year. 
In fact, let’s grow more pasture 
than we need in 1956. We can use 
any surplus pasture growth for 
good silage. 
The first pastures that will be 
available this spring will be fall 
seeded small grains such as rye, 
barley, and wheat. Some pasture 
plus silage or a grain crop can 
be obtained from these fields this 
spring. 
Second year growth of sweet 
clover and red clover also might 
be available for pasture. While 
red clover is generally considered 
a hay crop, it would be foolish to 
save a crop for hay when pasture 
is badly needed. These legumes 
fit in well with small grain pas­ 
tures in that it is usually bene­ 
ficial to have both a legume and 
non-legume available for grazing 
at the same time. 
If your acreage of sm all grain 
and clover is likely to be inade­ 
quate, oats may be seeded for 
pasture. 
The 
pasture 
obtained 
from 
small grains can be increased by 
addition of fertilizer applied ac­ 
cording to soil test. Where the 
crop is being used mainly for 
grazing 
and 
silage 
production, 
you can use heavier application 
of nitrogen. 
Another scheme that will help 
extend 
pasture supply 
is 
rota­ 
tional 
grazing. Fencing off an 
area sufficient for the herd for 
one day and then giving them a 
new area on succeeding days will 
increase the total yield you can 
get from a pasture. 
The larger yields come from re­ 
duced waste of forage and the 
prevention 
of 
spot 
grazing 
or 
over-grazing of some areas. 
Improved perennial grass and 
legume 
pastures 
or 
permanent 
pastures will produce more if al­ 
lowed to gain at least four—and 
better six—inches of growth be­ 
fore 
starting 
to 
pasture. 
Pas­ 
tures of these grass and legume 
mixtures seeded more than two 
years probably need supplemen­ 
tary 
applications 
of 
fertilizer. 
This is a good time to work these 
soil treatments into the existing 
stands. 
Rotational grazing can be used 
on these pastures, too. 
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Scott 
county 
dairymen 
have 
been using an increasing amount 
of sudan grass for pasture during 
recent years. A half acre of su­ 
dan for each cow in your herd 
will help keep milk production 
high this summer. Seeding certi­ 
fied seed of the green leaf, piper 
or 
common 
varieties 
of 
sudan 
grass between May I and June 
I will mean that you will have 
pasture of top quality available 
when 
your 
permanent 
pastures 
have passed their peak of best 
grazing. 
One cannot over-emphasize the 
importance of using fertilizers on 
pastures. The use of fertilizer is 
one of the best ways of getting 
a greaser return on seed, feeding 
and other over-head expenses. It 
not only means more grazing but 
also higher quality forage. 
Let’s grow more pasture than 
we need in 1956. The surnlus for­ 
age you produce will make excel­ 
lent silage. It will be the cheap­ 
est fee i you can have for your 
dairy herd.

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Hennings Unchallenged 
In Bid for Re-Election

With six weeks to go before the 
deadline for filing as a candidate, 
United States Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. rem ains in so form i­ 
dable a postiion in his bid for re­ 
election that no one has stepped 
forth to challenge him. 
Opponents m ay come to Hennings 
but it is likely that there will b e 
none in the Dem ocratic party. The 
Republicans m ay find an opponent 
for him, but no serious contender 
Is yet knocking down the door to 
get into the race. So far, the Repu­ 
blicans are in the position of trying 
to find someone. 
This is a tribute largely to Henn­ 
ings’ record in the Senate. He has 
combined national service with a* 
tcntion to Missouri problems which 
has won him support which he did 
not have before. 
He started from the day he won 
election. It was a cold, wintry moi* 
ning in 1950 the day after he won his 
first race for the Senate. A group 
of reporters, including the w riter, 
called at his home. 
The voice of Senator Joseph R. 
M cCarthy was not then instantly 
recognized in American households 
with television sets as it now is. 
But his voice and power were re­ 
cognized in the halls of the United 
States Senate. 
At the tim e. Hennings had just 
become the only Democrat to un­ 


seat an incumbent Republican in 
the United States Senate. And Mc­ 
Carthy had just become a terror 
to some Dem ocrats because he had 
moved up into M aryland where he 
was one of those instrum ental in 
the defeat of Senator M illard Tyd- 
ings. 
But that morning Hennings seem ­ 
ed deaf to the M cCarthy thunder. 
When he was asked whatthe thought 
about the 
rights 
of individuals, 
which some people then felt were 
being imperiled, he seemed sur­ 
prised at the question. 
“ It is autom atic with m e,” Hen­ 
nings said, “ to be in sym pathy with 
the rights of the individual.” 
He 
indicated it would never be a n y 
trouble to him to m ake up his mind 
where he would stand in the whole 
field of issuse which began to b e 
associated with M cCarthy’s name. 
Before very long. Hennings be­ 
gan to lock horns with M cCarthy, 
and those were the days, rem em ­ 
ber, when it w asn't so popular t o 
stand against McCarthy. 
It f e l l 
his lot to help investigate Senator 
M cCarthy’s role in the M aryland 
election. 
And when Senator Gillette of Io­ 
wa resigned as chairm an, Henn­ 
ings took over as head of the Sen­ 
ate Elections subcom m ittee in the 
old Benton-McCarthy clashes. And 
j these hearings becam e very im­ 
portant in the proceedings of t h c 
Senate which finally led to censure

As tim e went on, Hennings be­ 
cam e more im portant in the Dem- 
' ocratic leadership in the Senate and 
a more effective Senator. In 1953. 
one of his notable achievem ents, 
was in leading the fight in the Sen­ 
ate against the B ricker am endm ent 
which would have deprived Pre.'f- 
dent Eisenhower, and. succeeding 
Presidents, of substantial 
freed­ 
om and power in conducting forei­ 
gn affairs. 
The 
am endm ent 
was 
opposed 
then by President Eisenhower. 
A 
watered-down version is now being 
pushed by Senator Dirksen of Ill­ 
inois, and Hennings was the first 
to line himself up solidly against 
the new version of the am endment. 
More recently, Senator Hennings 
was am ong the leaders in the D em ­ 
ocratic party who opposed the na­ 
tural gas bill, despite the fact that 
it was supported by Senator Lyn­ 
don Johnson, m ajority leader i n 
the Senate 
Johnson, in fact, sup- 
oortcd a m inority of the D em ocra­ 
tic Senators in voting for the bill. 
Hennings was with the Democratic 
party m ajority. 
No one has filed for the United 
States Senate seat yet. although 
Hennings has announced his can­ 
didacy. 
E arlier this week, in fact, only 
five Republicans had filed for the 
ll seats in the United States House 
of R epresentatives from Missouri 
and only two had filed for state­ 
wide office, one for Govrnor and 
one for Secretary of State.

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Mississippi County Farm News 
By R. Q. Brown, Extension Agent 


The Extension Service Soil Test­ 
ing Laboratory has been running 
on a full schedule for nearly two 
months. The more than 100 sample 
received for testing during the first 
10 days of March equals the total 
received in this montha year ago. 
The laboratory, in charge of Mrs. 
Otto Kirkpatrick, is equipped to 
give farm ers the following infor­ 
mation about their soil: Per cent 
organic m atter; 
available phos­ 
phate; exeh'angable potash; mag­ 
nesium: calcium; and pH condi­ 
tion. All items except the first and 
last are expressed in terms of lbs. 
per acre in the top six inches o f 
soil. 
A new form of report that is 
being used gives the approximate 
rating of each item reported as a 
result of the test. 
Farm ers should remember that 
soil test can be no better than the 
soil sample. 
The sample must be 
representative of the soil tested. In 
taking the sample a shovel, soil au­ 
ger or a sampling tube may be us­ 
ed In taking samples with a shovel 
the iirst step is to take out a shovel 
full of soil about 6 or 7 inches 
deep. Then a slice of soil about xk 
inch thick is taken from the straig­ 
ht side of the hole and placed in a 
clean bucket or other container. 
This procedure should be repeated 
8 or 10 time at scattered places ov­ 
er the entire field. 
The next st p is to thoroughly 
mix this soil and place about a 
handful in a bag or other contain­ 
er which is properly labeled for 
sending* to the soil testing labora- 
troy. 
The farmer is given a fertilizer 
recommendation based on the re­ 
sults of the test which shows t h e 
actual lbs. of nitrogen, phosphate, 
or potash that may be needed f o r 
the particular crop which he wish­ 
es to growu

More Fertilizer 
For Dorena Area 
In the opinion of R. H. Williams 
and Dick Walton, farmers in the 
Dorena area will use more fertili­ 
zer under cotton this year t h a n 
last. 
Fertilizer use in this part 
of the county has steadily increas­ 
ed for several years. Mr. Walton, 
believes that very little cotton in 
the area 
will be planted with­ 
out fertilizer in 1956. 
One of t h e 
most obvious beneficial effects, he 
thinks, is its effect in hastening the 
maturity of the crop. 
Mr. Williams tell me that he al­ 
so thinks that there will be some 
increase in the use of fertilizer for 
corn. He says that while most cot­ 
ton growers thnik of fertilizer as 
benefiting cotton mostly because 
it hastens the maturity of the crop 
he believes that it also increases 
yields more than many growers 
realize. 
He thinks that failure to 
recognize the effect of fertilizer in 


increasing yeilds, is because it is 
often difficult to see differences in 
yields of two cotton areas even 
though picking weights may show 
differences of 300 to 400 lbs. p e r 
acre. 
Eight fertilizer demonstrations 
plots conducted with the coopera­ 
tion of J. A. Lattus on typical river 
loam soil of the Dorena communi­ 
ty in 1952 gave an indication of wdiat 
cotton growers 
may expect from 
the use of starter amounts of fertil­ 
izer for cotton on similar soil types 
within the county. 
An application 
of 200 lbs. of 12-12-12 fertilizer i n 
the row produces 2762 lbs. of seed 
cotton per acre which was 349 lbs. 
per acre more than was produced 
on adjoining check plots where no 
fertilizer was used. The fertilized 
cotton opened somewhat 
earlier. 
In the same series of test 400 lbs. 
of 12-12-12 per acre gave a yield in­ 
crease of 638 lbs. of seed cotton pe 
acre and also slightly hastened the 
maturity. 
Balanced Farming Reduces Costs 
Balanced Farming is a term ap­ 
plied to a particular system o f 
farm management by which far­ 
mers increase their net farm in­ 
come. At a recent state-wide m eet­ 
ing, J. W. Burch. Director of the 
Service stated that this system was 
enabling Missouri farmers to cut 
production costs to meet the nar­ 
rowing cost - price ratio. 
Using 
corn as an example, he stated that 
30 bushel corn costs about $1.00 per 
bushel to produce. But if the yield 
can be boostedto80bushelsp e r T 
can be boosted to 80 bushels p e r 
acre by using fertilizer, it m a y 
bring the per bushel cost down by 
40 per cent. 
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NEW MILK RECORD 
SHEET AVAILABLE 
For those dairymen who weigh 
the milk from each cow daily, a 
new milk record sheet 1s now 
available through the agriculture 
extension service mailing room.

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March 31 Important Date 
In Wool Program 
MARCH 31 is an important date 
for wool growers in that it is the 
final date that marketings of wool 
and lambs will qualify for pay­ 
ment under the current wool in­ 
centive program year. 
The point 
is stressed by Murray C. Colbert, 
Chairman of the Missouri State 
ASC Committee. 
THOSE WHO still have 1955 clip 
wool to sell and those who shear 
early this spring and sell their 
clip on or before March 31 w i l l 
qualify for the wool incentive pay 
ment for the current year. 
Pay­ 
ments on such sales will be made 
this summer or early fall. 
There 
is no need for hasty or premature 
marketing 
this 
spring 
because 
wool and lamos sold after March 
31 will qualify for payments under 
the 1956 program year which be­ 
gins this April 1. 
Payments bas- 
cdon sales made after March 31 
will not be made until mid-sum 
mer of 1957. 
COLBERT also points out that 
the March 31 date applies to those 
who sell lambs. They too will qual 
ify for the current year’s payment 
if the sale is made on or before 
March 31 and if the lambs are not 
sheared when 
sold. 
Chairman 
that feeders wyo purchased the 
lambs prior to March 31 need not 
market prematurely to get the 
full payment under the program. 
Payments to producers and others 
under the coming 1956 program 
will be for the Payments to pro­ 
ducers and others under the com 
ing 1956 program will be for the 
full amount on lambs provided 
they purchased the lambs prior to 
March 31. 
Those 
who produce or Feed 
lambs also should have in mind 
that the coming year's program 
will be somewhat different from 
the one now in effect. After March 
31 the payments for wool on lambs 
will be divided 
before slaughter, 
the payments based on the period 
of ownership of each'. For the curr­ 
ent year the payment goes to the 
last owner before slaughter. The 
change for the coming year also 
means that payments will be made 
to owners who sell lambs reguard- 
less of the purpose of the sale 
for slaughter, for feeding, or for 
flock replacement. 
Rice Growers Approve 
Quotas For ’56 
Growers voting throughout 
rice- 
growing areas on January 27 ap­ 
proved marketing quotas for the 
1956 rice crop by 84.6 percent, the 
Department of 
Agriculture 
has 
reported. 
This 
compares 
with 
preliminary referendum 
returns 
which showed approval of quotas 
by 84.8 percent. 
At least two- 
thirds of the voters must aprove 
if the quotas are to be in effect. 
Rice quotas, therefore, will be in 
operation for the 1956 rice crop 
Quotas were also in effect for the 
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1955 rice crop. 
Growers who exceed their farm 
rice allotments for 1956 will be 
subject to a marketing quota pen­ 
alty on the excess rice, and t h e 
crop of such growers will not be 
eligible for price support. 
Sup­ 
port for the 1956 rice crop has pre 
viously been announced at a mini­ 
mum national average of $4.04 
per hundred weight, which rep­ 
resented 75 percent of the Novem­ 
ber 15, 1955 parity price. 
T h i s 
rate will be increased if a combi­ 
nation of the rice parity price as 
of August 1, 1956 (the beginning 
of the marketing year) 
and the 
supply percentage as of that date 
indicates a higher level of sup­ 
port.

SAYS LIVE STOCK 
INDUSTRY WORKING 
OUT ITS PROBLEMS 
National Stock Yards, 111., Mar. 
10—The live stock and meat in­ 
dustry, through 
a 
program 
of 
self-help and intensified promo­ 
tion of its products, is going a 
long way toward solving many of 
its problems, according to H. D. 
Wright, manager of the Produc­ 
ers Live Stock Marketing Asso­ 
ciation. 
Addressing 
the 
Thirty-fourth 
Annual meeting of the associa 
tion in St. Louis, W right told live 
stock farm ers and feeders that 
while they are among the hard­ 
est hit in the cost price squeeze, 
the future holds promise as sup­ 
ply and demand approach a bet­ 
ter balance. 
“This is important,” he told ap­ 
proximately 
500 
members 
and 
guests, “because the welfare of 
the live stock producer is vital 
to the economy of the nation, 
and especially to the St. Louis 
trade area.” 
The cooperative head declared 
that improvement is building up 
in the live stock industry on many 
fronts: 
“First, 
stockmen 
are making 
adjustments in their feeding and 
marketing programs so as to pro­ 
vide a better meat product and 
thus broaden the demand. This is 
best illustrated in the production 
of meat type hogs which provide 
lean pork cuts—a kind preferred 
by the consumer. The St. Louis 
market area produces the nation’s 
most desirable porkers. 
“Also, farmers are striving to 
move a more even flow of stock 
to market in order to prevent 
gluts. 
“Second, packers and other seg­ 
ments of the meat industry are 
helping increase the use of their 
products through closer trimming 
of cuts and a very strenuous sales 
campaign.” The speaker also list- 
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ed as constructive factors in the 
live stock trade increased exports 
and 
government purchases 
and 
sales of meats. 
The Producers Live Stock Mar­ 
keting Association last year at 
National Stock Yards and at its 
St. Louis branch handled 891,637 
head of cattle, calves, hogs and 
sheep valued at $51,381,079. Sell­ 
ing charges were approximately 
one cent for each $1 value of 
stock handled.

PASTURES FOR DAIRY COWS 
Dairymen 
are 
looking 
ahead 
to spring pastures. All live stock 
men in fact are looking forward 
to the time when a substantial 
part of their feed need can come 
from pasture. 
Perhaps this a good time to 
take an inventory of your pas­ 
ture prospects for this coming 
spring and summer. Should you 
need additional pastures, perhaps 
you can plan to have additional 
supplementary pastures to guar­ 
antee and adequate supply this 
year. 
In fact, let’s grow more pasture 
than we need in 1956. We can use 
any surplus pasture growth for 
good silage. 
The first pastures that will be 
available this spring will be fall 
seeded small grains such as rye, 
barley, and wheat. Some pasture 
plus silage or a gi*ain crop can 
be obtained from these fields this 
spring. 
Second year growth of sweet 
clover and red clover also might 
be available for pasture. While 
red clover is generally considered 
a hay crop, it would be foolish to 
save a crop for hay when pasture 
is badly needed. These legumes 
fit in well with small grain pas­ 
tures in that it is usually bene­ 
ficial to have both a legume and 
non-legume available for grazing 
at the same time. 
If your acreage of small grain 
and clover is likely to be inade­ 
quate, oats may be seeded for 
pasture. 
The 
pasture 
obtained 
from 
small grains can be increased by 
addition of fertilizer applied ac­ 
cording to soil test. Where the 
crop is being used mainly for 
grazing 
and 
silage 
production, 
you can use heavier application 
of nitrogen. 
Another scheme that will help 
extend pasture supply is 
rota­ 
tional grazing. Fencing off an 
area sufficient for the herd for 
one day and then giving them a 
new area on succeeding days will 
increase the total yield you can 
get from a pasture. 
The larger yields come from re­ 
duced waste of forage and the 
prevention 
of 
spot grazing 
or 
over-grazing of some areas. 
Improved perennial grass and 
legume 
pastures 
or 
permanent 
pastures will produce more if al­ 
lowed to gain at least four—and 
better six—inches of gi*o\vth be­ 
fore 
starting 
to pasture. 
Pas­ 
tures of these gra-^s and legume 
mixtures seeded more than two 
years probably need supplemen­ 
tary 
applications 
of 
fertilizer. 
This is a good time to work these 
soil treatments into the existing 
stands. 
Rotational grazing can be used 
on these pastures, too. 
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Scott 
county 
dairymen 
hav« 
been using an increasing amount 
of sudan grass for pasture during 
recent years. A half acre of S u ­ 
dan for each cow in your herd 
will help keep milk production 
high this summer. Seeding certi­ 
fied seed of the green leaf, piper 
or common 
varieties 
of sudan 
grass between May 1 and June 
1 w’ill mean that you will have 
pasture of top quality available 
when 
your 
permanent 
pastures 
have passed their peak of best 
grazing. 
One cannot over-emphasize the 
importance of using fertilizers on 
pastures. The use of fertilizer is 
one of the best ways of getting 
a greater return on seed, feeding 
and other over-head expenses. It 
not only means more grazing but 
also higher quality forage. 
Let’s grow more pasture than 
w*e need in 1956. The surplus for­ 
age you produce will make excel­ 
lent silage. It will be the cheap­ 
est feed you can have for your 
dairy herd.

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Hennings Unchallenged 
In Bid for Re-Election

With six weeks to go before the 
deadline for filing as a candidate, 
United States S enator Thom as C. 
Hennings Jr. rem ains in so formi­ 
dable a postiion in his bid for re- 
election that no one has stepped 
forth to challenge him . 
Opponents m ay com e to Hennings 
but it is likely th at there will b e 
none in the D em ocratic party. The 
Republicans m ay find an opponent 
for him, but no serious contender 
Is yet knocking down the door t o 
get into the race. So far, the Repu­ 
blicans are in the position of trying 
to find someone. 
This is a tribute largely to Henn­ 
ings’ record in the Senate. 
He has 
combined national service with afc 
tention to Missouri problem s which 
has won him support which he did 
not have before. 
He started from the day he won 
election. It w as a cold, wintry m or 
ning in 1950 the day after he won his 
first race for the Senate. 
A group 
of reporters, including the writer, 
called at his home. 
The voice of Senator Joseph R. 
M cCarthy was not then instantly 
recognized in A m erican households 
with television sets as it now is. 
But his voice and power were re ­ 
cognized in the halls of the United 
States Senate. 
At the time, Hennings had just 
becom e the only D em ocrat to un­ 


seat an incum bent Republican in 
the United States Senate. And M c­ 
Carthy had just becom e a terror 
to som e D em ocrats because he had 
moved up into M aryland w here he 
was one of those instrum ental in 
the defeat of Senator Millai'd Tyd- 
ings. 
But that morning Hennings seem ­ 
ed deaf to the M cCarthy thunder. 
When he was asked whatth'e thought 
about 
the 
rights 
of individuals, 
which some people then felt were 
being imperiled, he seem ed su r­ 
prised at the question. 
“ It is autom atic with m e ,” H en­ 
nings said, “ to be in sym pathy with 
the rights of the individual.” 
He 
indicated it would never be a n y 
trouble to him to m ak e up his mind 
where he would stand in the whole 
field of issuse which began to b e 
associated with M cC arthy’s name. 
Before very long, Hennings be­ 
gan to lock horns with M cCarthy, 
and those were the days, re m e m ­ 
ber, when it w asn’t so popular t o 
stand against McCarthy. 
It f e l l 
his lot to help investigate Senator 
M cC arthy’s role in the M aryland 
election. 
And when Senator Gillette of Io­ 
wa resigned as chairm an, H enn­ 
ings took over as head of the Sen­ 
ate Elections subcom m ittee in the 
old Benton-M cCarthv clashes. And 
these hearings becam e very im ­ 
portant in the proceedings of t h e 
Senate which finally led to censure

Hennings was with the Dem ocratic 
party m ajority. 
No one has filed for the United 
States Senate seat yet. although 
Hennings has announced his can­ 
didacy. 
E arlie r this week, in fact, only 
five Republicans had filed for the 
11 seats in the United States House 
of R epresentatives from Missouri 
and only two had filed for state­ 
wide office, one for Govrnor and 
one for S ecretary of State. 
D em ocratic 
candidates, on the 
other hand, have filed for virtually 
every office, with contests for the 
nomination shaning up in two con­ 
gressional districts and for G over­ 
nor. 
Although'he has not yet announc­ 
ed he would be a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for G over­ 
nor. Lon Hocker, St. Louis, lawyer 
is expected to enter the race. 
Before 
H ockcr’s 
announcem ent 
cam e along, a good m any Republi­ 
cans were resigned to writing off 
the state ticket in 1956, but should 
he run. D em ocrats a re saying now 
the race m ay be much closer than 
had been anticipated—and Hockers 
entry would encourage other R e­ 
publicans to seek state office.

My month’s tour of India with 
Dr. Billy Graham doesn’t qualify 
me as a foreign affairs expert, but 
it doesn’t take an expert to ask 
a simple question. And it doesn’t 
take an expert to see the glaring 
facts. 
Two different points of view 
were given many times as the 
question was put to government 
officials, taxi drivers, statesmen, 
missionaries and other people from 
all walks of life. But a majority 
of opinions and facts leaned heav­ 
ily toward the unpleasant picture 
that Russia is gaining the upper 
hand in'India, where the popula­ 
tion dwarfs that of the United 
States. 
Here arc some things that will 
aid Americans to see the situa­ 
tion: 
India’s powerful labor 
unions 
and many top government posts 
are in the hands of Communists. 
Paralyzing violence is turned on 
and off by lifting the telephone. 
One of the greatest strongholds 
of Communism is in universities. 
There are strong cells on every 
campus. Strangely enough, in In­ 
dia there are more Communists 
among students and white collar 
workers than among the poorer 
class. This may be because Russia 
figures she can get the hungry 
ones anytime and is concentrat­ 
ing on other groups. 
Insurance and 
medicine 
has 
been nationalized, and other big

path. Assets are being taken a- 
way from the man who has w ork­ 
ed hard and accumulated some­ 
thing.
